Washington, July 29.—It is now con­ 
fidently expected after today’s cabinet, 
meeting that the decision with regard 
to peace negotiations will be given to 
French Ambassador Camion, the ac­ 
credited agent of thu Madrid govern­ 
ment. 


There is every reason to believe 
since the conference with the members 
of the cabinet that the president has 
already come to a decision. 
The con­ 
clusion has been reached, it is said, to 
relinquish the Philippines, retaining a 
coaling station. 
The freedom of Cuba 
and the retention of Porto Rico is 
looked upon as a foregone conclusion. 
The president’s decision, however, may 
be changed before the cabinet di -.poses 
of the matter today. 


A strong inllueuee is bearing on the 
president to induce him u» keep Spain 
o u t of the Philippines and the set tle­ 
ment of this point may delay the an­ 
swer.

Washington. July 2'j .—The war de­ 
partment oitUials declare m* st po.^ltlve- 
ly that Colonel Culver, of the Fifth Il­ 
linois volunteers at Chlckan aug i. Is an 
innocent victim of misrepresentation. 
It is reported from Chickaniauga that 
because this regiment was turned l»ack 
from the Purtu Jtican expedition many 
men had deserted, the morale t»f the 
regiment had beon destroyed, and the 
failure to secure active service had 
been charged up to the secret ettort.s of 
C«'lonel Culver to keep it from going to 
the front. It iH .said at the department 
that as a matter of fact the colonel 
has been the victim of circumstances 
over which he had no control. 


When the Fifth Illinois had been or­ 
dered to Porto Ulco a delegation of In­ 
diana people waited on the president 
and presented the fact that although 
there were three Indiana 
regiments 
fully equipped and ready for service 
none had been ordered to the front. 
It 
happened that of three Illinois regi­ 
ments available two had been sent for­ 
ward in advance of the Fifth, so that 
the department felt obliged (to avoid a 
charge of discrimination) to substitute 
one of the Indiana regiments for this 
particular Illinois regiment. 
With this 
order Colonel Culver had absolutely 
nothing to do and did not know that it 
was in contemplation. 


Chickamauga Park. Oa , July 2D.—The 
disappointment of the Fifth Illinois at 
being turned back Wednesday after it 
had marched to Rossviile has so dis­ 
heartened many that they have no fur­ 
ther ambition for military life. Colonel 
Culver denies any responsibility for the 
orders calling the men back to camp, 
and claims that he was anxious to go 
with the regiment to Porto Rico, H av­ 
ing twice been shifted from brigades 
that were ordered to tlie front the Fifth 
Illinois naturally feels greatly irritated, 
and altiiough the men were much more 
tractable yesterday they were by no 
means placid.

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ANOTHER WAR LETTER 


John Cone Tells of the 
Bombardment. 


Was Detailed as Sharp' 
shooter. 


Fed by the 34th Mich, 
and 9th Mass. 


John Cone writes an excellent de- 
ecrlption of the bombarilnient of San- 
tiag’o and having been detailed 
as 
sharpshooter was in a jmsiiiou to see 
much th at many of our boys missed. 
A. Felch was also detailed and it was 
while actinyf in this capacity th at he re* 
ceived a llesh wound in his ie^. 
He 
writes as follows: 


I^anded here a week a^^o Monday and 
are now hot after the brutes. 
This 
part of the island is line and contains 
all kinds of fruit, nianj^ocs, oran‘^e;«. cu- 
eoanuls, date.‘<, limes aud nearly all 
kinds of tropical fruits. It i^ witli pride

mei^aplione and we could lieachim very 
plainly. 
lie sa:d insiile of half a mile 
m e re was a brid«;e di^•eonnecled.

t he ri^lit of the l>rid‘re iliere was an 
iinnien.se valley between tiie ni«)untains. 
On the Ivft of t ‘:e valley in tlie moun­ 
tain side were heavy batteries and ^^At- 
linL'S and on the opposi.e side were 
si^a'pshfOlers and riile pits and other 
means of defense. 
In other words it 
was fully occuoied. 
W e threw olì' 
everything' except our canteens and 
haversacks and crept on down tne 
track then up in the brush on the 
mountain biiie. 
W e had been there 
about ten minutes when whirr, came a 
shell four or live feet over our head». 
W e Were then ordered down on tiie 
track and there we laid for four and 
one-half hours Hat on our stomachs, 
it 
would have done you trood to see the 
New York, Oie^^un and other boats 
pepper the fortilications. 


A call for volunteers came for a de­ 
tail to jio up on the mountain side and 
peck a few. 
Pelch and 1 hiid clo»e lu 
the major and 
in ahead of the re»t. 
W e sneaked up on our hands and knees 
and concealed ourselves as well as we 
could. T h e re were about 10 in all. We 
had been there but a few minutes when 
1 heard Felch say “ou ch ’’ and î^rab his 
leiT. 
lie rolled up his trousers and 
found a hole through the tleshy part of 
his leg below the knee. 
I can tell you 
that while up th ere sharpsnoutinj. 1 
learned a few things about amubush 
ligliting. 
U ur Springlield riile.s tiave 
U» dead away as there is such a volume 
of smoke. 
lOvery time f tired I ro.led 
over inti» a new position for every time 
we lirt d the human devils watched for 
the smoke and how the buiiets did 
whi-iile through where we laid ürst. 


T le battleships kept pouring shot 
and shell into the forts until there was 
nothing left but the rille pits and they 
couldn't get in u position to toucii 
them T he fir.jt t>l\0L was iired from the 
boats at 
and we were under steady 
(ire for about four and one-half hours. 
Wlien a shot from the boats struck the 
battery we could see .Spaniards Ily in 
every direction. 
One* shot struck the 
Hag staiV and knocked it. into smither- 
<*ens and then how the marines did 
cheer. It had been dow ua niinuie when 
we saw a man bracing it upflagain. We 
were only .‘iUO or 401) yards from them 
and could plainly see everything they 
did. Mvery time (uie was .-^cen sneaking 
throiiLfh thegrass we lei a volley aliiim 
and if he tumbled eacii one declared he 


killed him. 
I was up there about .‘10 
minutes and a Cuban was sent up to 
call us down to give another detail some 
luu. 
The lirst shell that went oyer me 
made me somewhat shaky but it soon 
wore otr and when I got where 1 could 
see them I was fairly maddened lo lire 
Some have an idea that it must be aw­ 
ful to be under tire but if they were 
here and see wnat I have seen 
they 
would be wild to tight. 
W^hen I saw a 
battery of about HO or 40 Spaniards go 
into the air and heard the marines 
ciieering it sent a thrill through me 
th a t I cannot describe. 


We pulled out along toward evening 
after the fort was silenced and gathered 
up our rolls, got on the train and went 
back to camp. W h e n we reached there 
the .‘Uth Michigan and the i>ta Massa­ 
chusetts were landed and had hot tea 
and cotl’ee for us. 
T hey handed the 
cups up to us, and oh. dear, but how 
ifood th a t tea did taste. 
It was the 
first tea we had had and it was all we 
had had since the night before with 
the e.Kception of a little tock. 
\ y e 
d id n ’t have to otTer any thanks to the 
boys, they could see by our faces th at 
it was gratefully received. 
I'll bet v.-e 
looked and acted like a lot of half 
starved devils. 


Since the lirst d a y ’s bombardment 
we haven’t been to the front but have 
been on picket and outpost duty. .Shaf- 
tei* is angry at the war departm ent for 
ecjuipping Us with Sviringiields as the 
cartridges j^iyc so much smoke.

“The first night I was in Cuba I heard a commotion outside 
my tent and hastily went out to see what was going on.

was jnst below ray tent they halted. The Cubans forced the 
Spaniards on their knees and I thought they were going to be 
forced to pray when suddenly a Cuban stepped in front of one of 
the kneeling Spaniards and bending his head over, another Cuban 
raised bis machete and severed the Spaniard’s head from his 
body with one stroke. I was too horrified to move and before I 
could make an outcry the other prisoner bad been served in the 
same manner as bis unfortunate companion. 1 reeled back to my 
tent too faint and beart-sick to move and all night long I could 
not belp thinking if tbe Cubans I bad seen commit the double 
murder were tbe kind we bad traveled so far to figbt for.

one of the most prominent refugees in 
town, said last night: “I have always 
believed that annexation meant the sal- 
ratlon of Cuba, and while the majority 
of native Cubans favor an independent 
government there are great numbers 
who are annexationists. B. Idorens had 
this to say: "I think the majority of the 
Cubans on the island favor a govern­ 
ment of their own. but I should be sat­ 
isfied with an American form of gov­ 
ernment, as I believe it would work 
groat good." 


Eugenio Crabb: "I am for annexation. 
Änd I intend going back to Cuba when 
peace has been re.«tored. 
Those who 
have given the matter any thought at 
all favor at least an American protec­ 
torate.” “The majority of Cubans,” said 
another refugee, "are lighting for an 
independent government, and they have 
been fighting for it for years; but we 
who have lived here any length of timn 
and have studied the American form of 
government are of the opinion that an­ 
nexation will be the best thing for the 
Islands.”

Pearls, tho costly product of tho piiarl 
flsh of tho Persian gulf, aro obtainc^l 
from tho bed of tho sea by divers, who 
bring up as many of the oystorlikc shells 
as thoy cou and thon place them in 
heaps on tho shore covored with sand. 
Thoy aro left for several days w'hile tho 
flsh decay and the shells open, after 
which tho sand is sifted and the pearls 
fonud. They aro thou cleansed and pol­ 
ished. Tho valuo of tho |)earl de})onds 
on its siiEO» ronndneHS, color and bright­ 
ness. Tho most renowMied pearls were 
the two which formed Cleopatra’s ear­ 
rings, ono of which sho dinsolved iu a 
goblet of vinegar and drank to tho 
health of her guest, Mark Antony. 


Tho remaining ]R*arl became the prop­ 
erty of tho Kmpuror Augustus, who hud 
it out iu two for earrings for his daugh­ 
ter Julia. Another historic pearl records 
a similar act of oxtravagaiice nearer our 
own time. It is said tiuit at a banquet 
given to Queen Kli/.abeth on tho open­ 
ing of tho iioyal E.xchango Sir Thomas 
Grosliam ground a precious piuirl tt) 
powder and drank it in ag(«bletof wine 
to tho health of his royal guest—Chi­ 
cago Kows. 


T h e I'lTect o f W liiil on Lakea. 


Attention has been callcd to tho very 
jeniarkablo effect of the wind on vari­ 
ous inland bodies of water. 
It is not 
unusual for tho residents in towns on 
tho shores of lakes to be greaitly ineon- 
venieiiced, pnovided a heavy wind blow­ 
ing on slioro continues for any length of 
time. In tlio Ihiltic sea tho level has 
been altered for upward of eight foot. 
Somotinios tho water is blown out of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. 
In ono 
Instance a depression of six feet oc­ 
curred on ono side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding riso of six feet on 
tho other. Liiko Erie lias been known to 
alter its lovol a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lako 
Michigan was at ono timo the subject 
of consideniblo interest from tho s:imo 
causo. Tho wind was heavy tuid contin­ 
uous and piled the water up on ono 
sido, whilo tho other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks whero in 
. tho memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—New York Ledger.

There aro several methods by w’hich 
mines and toriiedoes anchored in har­ 
bors may bo detected, but it is very dan­ 
gerous and ditlicult work, and its suc­ 
cess depends largely upon tho circum­ 
stances and the condition of the water 
and tho bottom of the bay in which they 
aro placed. Sometimes they aro d«icov- 
ero«l by dragging with a kedgo. Some­ 
times they can bo fceen when tho water 
is clear, and in order to assist tho natu­ 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops upon the water and shuts 
out tho light from the eyes of the ob­ 
server so that ho can have a better view 
of tho bottom. There are other methods 
also know’u to sailors and frequently 
practiced. Tho most ell'ective is called 
“ countermining” —that is, tho explo­ 
sion of tor|k;doos iu tho water, which 
by their detonation camso tho mines to 
explodo.—Chicago Record.

“ Tho cox’un of the steam cuttor, who 
maki.'S dozenii. of trips ashore a day 
when tho cutter i s ‘running boat, ’ has 
to bo carefully watched, for ho is liable 
to bo tampered w ith by the men who 
want Iii|uor pretty badly, and his op­ 
portunities for gi tting litpior aboard 
are many. 
Every cmce in awhile, upon 
the cutter’s return to the ship, it is 
searched by tho ollicer of tho tieck, anil 
the latter often finds liquor neatly 
stow’ed among the cutter coal, in the 
cutter bilges or even in tho boiler tanks. 
When this happens, the cox’un of the 
cutter is in trouble. He gets a big rake 
otf from tho men for his liquor smug­ 
gling, which accounts for the chances 
he w ill take. 


“ The ship’s painter has to be watched 
too. 
He is a petty ollicer, and he has 
charge of the ship’s alcohol, which is 
chiefly used for tho making of shellac 
to paint the lower decks. 


“ Somo of the sailors like a dose of 
alcohol mixed with cotVee for ‘toning’ 
and sobering up purposes, and as the 
ship’s painter is occasionally corruptible 
and carries the keys of tho alcohol tanks 
there is quite a little drinking of this 
m ixture on some of tho ships where old 
timers pretiominate. 
Tho old flat feet 
have indeed been known to drink the 
shellac after it has been prepared for 
the sake of the alcohol in it, and there 
is an expression in the navy among the 
enli.sted men, ‘If you see a jackie comb­ 
ing his mustache with a m arline spike, 
you know w hat he’s been a t,’ th at is 
very significant, 


“ But for all this, as I say, there is 
an exceedingly small percentage of 
drinking men in our navy in compari­ 
son w ith sim ilar figures for other big 
navies. 
The occasional drinkers iu oar 
service, when they return from the 
beach a bit uuder the weather, are 
merely put in the brig overnight auci 
perm itted to go to work w itbont pnn* 
itbrnem ttm « « it n o m ii ig .W a f b * 
iB gtonStir.
